Deputy Magadan and his partner Deputy Eric Moreno, employee E were driving 
northbound Wilmington Avenue passing Maple Street, patrolling the area. As they 
looked westbound Maple Street, a known gang area, they saw three male blacks 
standing in the middle of Maple Street. The deputies made a U-turn to drive westbound 
Maple Street toward the male blacks. As they approached the group, Suspect Brandon 
Kiper looked at the approaching deputies radio car, grabbed his waistband, and walked 
hrough a small gate at the driveway entrance of est Maple Street. 


SHOOTING REVIEW SUMMARY Page 1 of 11 IAB#SH2319772 


The deputies stopped their radio car facing westbound on the south side of the street, 
just slightly east of the driveway entrance. Deputy Magadan exited the radio car first 
with Deputy Moreno following. Deputy Magadan entered the driveway and ordered 
Suspect Brandon Kiper to show his hands. Suspect Brandon Kiper quickly walked 
southbound along the driver's side of a 2003, Ford, Expedition, four door, blue in color, 
License — which was parked in the driveway. Suspect Brandon Kiper 
crouched down in front of the vehicle, as Deputy Magadan heard the sound of metal, 
and what he believed was a weapon discarded by Suspect Brandon Kiper, hitting the 
ground. 


Deputy Magadan backed northbound down the driveway and walked toward the rear of 
the Expedition, and positioned himself on the passenger side of the Expedition utilizing 
the vehicle as cover. As Deputy Magadan moved toward the passenger's side, he saw 
Suspect Jamar Kiper standing at the front of the Expedition closer to the passenger 
side. Deputy Magadan ordered both suspects to show their hands. Suspect Brandon 
Kiper stood up and complied. Suspect Jamar Kiper refused, kept his hands near his 
waistband, and moved eastbound in front of the Expedition. Suspect Jamar Kiper then 
yelled, “Fuck it,” and dove toward the area where Suspect Brandon Kiper had discarded 
a weapon. Deputy Magadan heard metal scraping on the ground. Suspect Jamar Kiper 
then reemerged from in front of the Expedition and moved toward the driver's side, 
where Deputy Moreno was positioned. Believing Suspect Jamar Kiper had armed 
himself, Deputy Magadan fired two rounds through the passenger side window of the 
Expedition at Suspect Jamar Kiper, missing him. Both suspects were taken into 
custody (Refer to Exhibit B, for Deputy Magadan’s Supplemental Report and Exhibit 
С, for Deputy Moreno’s Supplemental Report). 


A “Glock” handgun, loaded with seven live rounds was recovered from the front of the 
Expedition where Deputy Magadan heard Suspect Brandon Kiper discard the weapon. 


A second weapon, “Colt” .45, loaded with seven live rounds was recovered to the east 
of the Expedition between two trash cans in the side yard of 

approximately four feet from where Suspect Jamar Kiper reemerged from in front of the 
Expedition (Refer to Exhibit 1, for crime scene sketch and evidence list).

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 

The Deputy Involved Shooting occurred during darkness. Street lights provided some 
lighting, but the area where the shooting occurred was dark. Deputy Magadan utilized 
his mounted light on his duty weapon to illuminate the area. 


Deputy Moreno did not have his flashlight with him at the time of the shooting, nor did 
his weapon have a mounted light.

Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Deputy Magadan: 


Deputy Magadan was interviewed on October 10, 2012, at the Internal Affairs Bureau 
Offices by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant Brenda Parker. Deputy Magadan was 
represented by Erika Gurrola of Green and Shinee. 


Deputy Magadan essentially gave the same account as documented in his 
Supplemental Report. 


Deputy Magadan said while patrolling northbound Wilmington Avenue, with his partner, 
and driver, Deputy Moreno they looked Westbound Maple Avenue. Both deputies are 
familiar with the area from previous gang and narcotics activity. They saw three male 
blacks standing in the middle of the street. Deputy Moreno made a U-turn and drove 
westbound Maple Street to contact the individuals. As Deputy Moreno drove toward the 
individuals, Deputy Magadan observed Suspect Brandon Kiper break from the group 
and quickly walked southbound through the gate and up the driveway at West 
Maple Street, holding his waistband. Realizing Suspect Brandon Kiper was possibly in 
possession of a firearm, Deputy Magadan’s attention was focused on Suspect Brandon 
Kiper. Deputy Moreno stopped the radio car north of the driveway on the south side of 
the street. Deputy Magadan said he exited the radio car, followed Suspect Brandon 
Kiper and ordered him to stop. 


Deputy Magadan said Suspect Brandon Kiper walked on the driver's side of a Ford 
Expedition that was parked in the driveway. Deputy Magadan continued to observe 
Suspect Brandon Kiper as he reached the front of the Expedition and crouched down. 
Deputy Magadan heard metal hitting the ground and perceived that Suspect Brandon 
Kiper had just discarded a firearm. 
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Deputy Magadan ordered Suspect Brandon Kiper to show his hands as Deputy 
Magadan backed northbound down the driveway and over to the passenger’s side of 
the Expedition, utilizing the Expedition as cover. When Deputy Magadan reached the 
passenger side of the Expedition, he saw Suspect Jamar Kiper standing at the front 
passenger side of the Expedition. Ordering both Suspects to show their hands, Suspect 
Brandon Kiper stood up and complied, while Suspect Jamar Kiper refused, and kept his 
hands toward his waistband. Deputy Magadan said Suspect Jamar Kiper was now his 
focus and ordered him again to show his hands. Suspect Jamar Kiper said, “Fuck it,” 
and dove toward the area in front of the Expedition where Suspect Brandon Kiper had 
discarded a weapon. 


As Suspect Jamar Kiper remerged, Deputy Magadan believed Suspect Jamar Kiper had 
armed himself with a weapon, shot two times through the passenger side window of the 
Expedition where the rounds exited through the windshield. Deputy Magadan said 
Suspect Jamar Kiper dove again to the ground. 


Deputy Magadan said Deputy Moreno had been standing closer to the driver's side of 
the Expedition and toward the rear. Deputy Magadan joined Deputy Moreno, and while 
Deputy Magadan held the suspect at gunpoint, Deputy Moreno approached the suspect 
to check for injuries, and handcuffed Suspect Jamar Kiper who had not been injured by 
gunshots. 


Deputy Magadan transmitted “998” radio traffic, then detained Suspect Brandon Kiper, 
and both witnesses on the sidewalk and waited for assisting units. 


IAB Note: Deputy Magadan said once Suspect Brandon Kiper “tossed” the 
weapon, and complied with his commands to put his hands in the air, his 
perception of Suspect Brandon Kiper was that he was not an immediate threat. 
Suspect Jamar Kiper ignored his commands to put his hands in the air, kept his 
hands at his waistband, then “dove” for the weapon discarded by Suspect 
Brandon Kiper. Deputy Magadan perceived Suspect Jamar Kiper was an 
immediate threat, and believed Suspect Brandon Kiper had left the location 
westbound. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENT: 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Deputy Moreno was interviewed on October 10, 2012, at the Internal Affairs Bureau 


Offices by Sergeant Laura Haynes and Sergeant Brenda Parker. Deputy Moreno was 
represented by Erika Gurrola of Green and Shinee. 
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Deputy Moreno essentially gave the same account as documented in his Supplemental 
Report. 


Deputy Moreno said he drove westbound Maple Street after he and Deputy Magadan 
observed three male blacks standing in the middle of Maple Street. As they drove 
closer to the males, Suspect Brandon Kiper walked away from the others, holding his 
waistband and through the gate of the driveway at Biest Maple Street. 


Deputy Moreno said Deputy Magadan exited the radio car first, and yelled at Suspect 
Brandon Kiper to, “Stop, come here.” Deputy Moreno said when he exited the radio car, 
he saw two males ЕН ос; on the sidewalk, between Hi ang 
Street, “I was focused on them. | looked them up and down. No indications 
of them being armed. They just stood there.” 


Deputy Moreno said he stood toward the rear of the Expedition, waiting to see which 
way Suspect Brandon Kiper would reappear. Deputy Moreno heard Deputy Magadan 
yelling, from the passenger side of the Expedition, “Let me see your hands. Let me see 
your hands,” then heard two gunshots. Suspect Brandon Kiper then appeared from the 
passenger side of the vehicle and exited the yard. Deputy Moreno said he did not 
detain Suspect Brandon Kiper at that time because he was not perceived as a threat, 
due to Deputy Magadan was focused on Suspect Jamar Kiper. 


Deputy Moreno was asked if he observed Suspect Jamar Kiper near the Expedition, or 
in the front yard prior to the shooting but he could not recall. Once the shooting 
occurred, Deputy Magadan joined Deputy Moreno оп the driver's side of the Expedition. 
Deputy Moreno moved forward to where Suspect Jamar Kiper was on his hands and 
knees on the ground. Deputy Moreno ordered Suspect Jamar Kiper to lay flat on the 
ground, but he remained on all fours. As Deputy Magadan held Suspect Jamar Kiper at 
gunpoint, Deputy Moreno moved forward to handcuff the suspect. Deputy Moreno, 
pushed him to the ground and placed his knee on his back to maintain control. 


Deputy Moreno said he detained Suspect Jamar Kiper facing northbound so he could 
keep a visual on Deputy Magadan as he detained the other individuals on the sidewalk, 
and transmitted radio traffic of the shooting. 

WITNESS STATEMENTS: 

Witness ЕШШ э5 interviewed on September 1, 2012, at ће Compton Sheriff

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Vines: MEN сс he had parked his vehicle, a MEM in the driveway of 


his residence at West Maple Street after returning home from football practice. He 
was removing items from the rear compartment of his vehicle when he saw Suspect 
Јатаг Kiper and Suspect Brandon Kiper walk into his! and stand in front of his 
parked vehicle. He recognized_the suspects as of his 8 but he did not 
know their names. Witness Г s2ic he did not pay much attention to what they 
were doing until he saw the “police” pull up with guns drawn. Witness г ЁТ 
“Once the police exited their vehicle and were on the property, Suspects Brandon and 
Jamar Kiper started coming back around his vehicle towards the police.” He 
immediately put his hands up, walked out of the drive way and into the middle of Maple 
Street. Witness said he, “Was in the middle of the street when he (police) shot.” 
Witness said he, “Heard the police giving commands, something like, Stop and 
Come around from the thing.” 


Witness Г В he cooperated because he knew the police were not there for him 
and he had not done anything wrong. He continued to walk toward a dark colored truck 
which was parked on the north side of Maple Street where he was eventually detained 
by deputies with his] Witness Sa 


Witness г @ - nos: ll his HB used to be a gang member but did not 


know which gang. Witness aid he was not interested, “In that kind of stuff.” 


Witness was interviewed on September 1, 2012, by Compton O] 
Detective апа IAB Sergeant Haynes and IAB Sergeant Parker (Refer to 
Exhibit F, for Detective [к оъ] Supplemental Report). 


Witness И said he was talking to some friends who were parked in a dark 
colored truck on the north side of West Maple Street when a blacked out vehicle came 
driving westbound Maple Street. Witness ae he did not immediately 
recognize the vehicle as police and ran to the sidewalk east of | ШЕЯ Street 

in case it was a “drive by”. 


Witness said he did not see anyone in the yard at Hi West Maple Street 
except Witness removing items from his и Witness ШШШ: 
he did not know what alerted the police to the yard, and he could not see past Witness 

5 НИ parked in the driveway. He said he did not physically see the 
shooting and only heard two gunshots after the police, “Jumped out at ШШ =з Maple 
Street and fired two shots.” Witness ИШЕ not hear any commands given by 
deputy personnel. 
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SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


Suspect Jamar Kiper was interviewed on August 31, 2012, by Compton и 


Detective aa and Сот ton EEE Detective Sumner, employee of the 
Compton Sheriff Station, Detective Bureau (Refer to Exhibit F, for Detective 
= Supplemental Report). 


Suspect Jamar Kiper denied contact with the police or that he was in possession of a 
weapon at the time of the Deputy Involved Shooting. He provided conflicting 
statements, but said he heard gunshots but did not know where they had come from, or 
who was shooting. He told investigators he had been shot five times before, and was 
“shell shocked.” Suspect Jamar Kiper said, “He knows what time it is because he is 
being interviewed by the Gang Unit and he will just sit down (go to jail) for a minute.” 
Suspect Jamar Kiper was asked about his affiliation with, “Fruit Town Piru.” He said he 
knows, “He is in our files and we all know that.” 


Suspect Jamar Kiper is a documented “Fruit Town Piru,” gang member, goes by the 
moniker, “Dribble,” and had several “Fruit Town Piru,” gang tattoos. 


Suspect Brandon Kiper was interviewed on August 31, 2012, by Compton ES 
Detective and Compton Ж Detective Sumner of the Compton Sheriff 
Station, Detective Bureau (Refer to Exhibit F, for Detective 
Supplemental Report).) 


Suspect Brandon Kiper denied he was in possession of a weapon at the time of the 
Deputy Involved Shooting. He admitted seeing two police officers exit their radio car 
with guns drawn ordering them to get on the ground. Suspect Brandon Kiper said, “He 
blanked out because he is dyslexic.” Suspect Brandon Kiper said he heard gunshots 
but did not know if they were from the police or people on the street. 


Suspect Brandon Kiper denied any gang affiliation. 
IAB Note: Suspect Brandon Kiper told investigators he drove his brother 


Suspect Jamar Kiper to the location to visit friends (Refer to Exhibit E, for 
CHP-180). 
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
